The Old Liberty Bell. 


On the 6th of July, 1835, John Mar- 


hall, Chief Justice of the United State* 
and oue of the very last prominent ac- 
tors in the drams of the Revolution, 
died at Philadelphia; and two days 
later—July S, lS-%—while the remains 
of this honored and reverei patriot 
were being borne throngh the streets 
of the city en route to thoir last resting 
piaco in Virginia.tha old bell sent forth 
Us solemn, measured tones In mourn- 
ful requiem for tha departed jurist.
